7 from the Uniformity or Va- 
riablenefs of their Conduct. Cataline talk'd fometimes 
as warmly, as wifely, and as much like a Patriot as 
Gicero ; and Cefar affirm'd himfclf to be the reateft 
and moft acalous Friend to the Roman Conftitution, 
when he actually bent his urmoft Abilities to deftroy 
and demolish ir. Bur, tho” the common People 
might be deceiv’d by the’ Pretences of Cataline and 
Cafar, “ie were a in the fame Defign, 
tho’ one lived to perfeét that wherein the other pe- 
rifhed, yet the wifer and better Part of the Romans 
never thought either of them Patriots; they held 
Obedience to be better than Sacrifice, amd had a 
much berter Opinion of the Senators, who reftify'd 
their Zeal for the People’s Service by obeying the 
Laws and fupporting the Cenftitution, than they had 
of thofe Clouds of Incenfe tothe popular Authority, | 
and who were vifibly bent on foothing their Mafters 

till they fhould acquire Strength enough to govern 
them. 

Some of the ingenious Perfons who now direé& 
the Motions of the Malecontents, were heretofore 
among the Number of the Diffatisfy’d, when we 
were engap’d in the grand Confederacy for tumbling 
the Power of France, and fecuring a Balance of 
Power in Europe. Im thofe Days, as in thefe, they 
employ’d their Wits, if I may be allowed the Ex- 
preflion, in framing an Anti-Syftem ; that is, they 
reafun'd on publick Affairs, on Principles directly 
oppofite to thofe which were underftood to be the 
Principles on with the Adminiftration aéted. Ac- 
cording to them, the Suppofition of ihe French Kipg’s 
aiming at univerfal Monarchy, was a Chimera, a 
Raw-Head and Bloody-Bones ere&ted by the Miniftry 
to frighten the People out of their Money. The 
grand Alliance was an unjuft and unnatural Confe- 
deracy ; Great Britain, as an Ifland, ought not to 
link herfelf wich the Continent ; and our Stipulations, 
in Favour with the Houle of Aufria, were fo many 
os Maxims invented by Moncy-loving 

naves to gull Glory-loving Fools with. This was 
the Anti-Syftem of thofe Times; and the View of ic 
was to detach us from the Houfe of Aufria, and to 
reconcile us to France. We have lived to fte thete 
very Gentlemen, taking the other Side of the Queftion, 
framing a new Syftem of Oppofition on oppofite Prin- 
ciples. Without entering therefore into the Merits 
ot the Caufe, we may fafely conclude, that thefe 
People did not, nor do they now aright. It’s no 
matter what their pretended Principles are; if they 
a& inconfiftently, they certainly a& upon falfe Prin- 
ciples ; nor is it material to examine, whether they 

really act upon the Principles they pretend, or on 
others which they conceal. It is fufficient for us chat 
they do not aét fteadily, and that publick Affairs 
will not admit of fuch fluétuating Proceedings. 

It would be extremely eafy tor me to fortify the 
Maxim I have advanced by Inftances taken from the 
Condu& of the Malecontents in every Seffions of 
Parliament fince the Oppofition began ; that is, in 
every Seflions of Parliament fince the Difappointed 
yoined the Unprovided-for ; fioce thefe, like Horfe 
and Foor, make upthe Army of the Oppofition. Bur, 
as this would be tedious and troublefome, I fhall 
conicnt myfelt wich fome plain and free Remarks on 
their Inconfiftencies within the Compafs of the pre- 
fent Year ; and, I hope, I fhal! be able to give fuch 
an Account of them, as will fhew, that if they have 
acted on any Principles, thofe Principles are nothing 
lefs than Principles of Patriotifm. ‘This I fhall do 
with all the Calmnefs imaginable, without cither 
Party ot Perfonal Refleétions ; nor am I at all con- 

cern'd as to the Fate thefe Reflections may have, fince 
itdepends intircly on popular Opinion, which varies 
fo often, that it is avery difficult thing to fay when 
it agrees with Truth. 

Ar the Beginning of the Seffions the Convention

Malecontents of this, that they talk’d of it in a man- 
ner not mee dire€tly contrary to the Rules of De- 
cency, but alfo abfolurely repugnant to all Forms of 
Bufinefs ; and, with equal Bouity and Modetty, 
charged flagratit §njuftice on the Miniftry for not 
condemning the Convention before they had feen ir. 
WHEN it was feen at laft, and made publick, the 
whole Party rofe and bellow’d, No Search! No 
Search! as loud as they once cry’d, High Church ! 
High Church ! with jutt the fame Reafon, and with 
juft che fame Intention. The Church was very fafe 
when they raifed thac Clamour ; nor is the Point of 
Searching given up by the Convention: But Sounds 
ferve to gather a Mob, as well as to colleét Bees ; 
this Experience juffifies; and, therefore, it is a 
Practice eVery Party recurs to when they would have 
ae decided by a Plurality of Hands, rather than 
eads. 
Wert! the Convention is examin’d: It is ex- 
amin’d in a oe in a Parliamentary Way : It is 
approv’d, maugre all the Endeavours of the Faction 
W hat is to be done in this Cafe? Why, truly a few 
warm Heads ftrike out a new Expedient ! Since, fay 
they, we cannot prevail by Staying and Speaking, lec 
us try what we Can do by Silence, and flinking away. 
Within Doors we can advance nothing but ‘cis pre- 
fently anfwer’d: In the Summer the Majority are in 
the Country as well as we: We will now fhew them 
a new Trick. While they ftay here, and ferve the 
Nation, we will difperfe through it, and poifon the 
Nation. We can talk without Doors without Dan- 
ger of being anfwer’d; or, if any Body fhould at- 
tempt to anfwer us, we can mob him or knock him 
down. As to deferting their Country at a Crifis, 
there are Precedents of that. This did with the 
Herd of the Party, who exclaim’d one and all, 4 Se- 
ceffion! a Secefion! and then taking double Places in 
the Stage Coaches, in order to magnify their Num- 
bers, away went thefe precious Patriots, and left, if 
we may believe them, their Country in the Lurch. 
Surely this fuited very ill with their repeated Decla- 
rations, that they were mere difinterefted Defenders 
of Truth and Virtue, and Servants of the People 
out of pure Zcal to their Caufe. Their Eloquence, 
and their Zeal, they might have fhewn now as well 
as cver: It is glorious to be on the right Side with 
a few, tho’ there are many on the wrong. Bur there 
was no Hopes of Succefs, confequently no Hope of 
Reward ; no Probability of fharing Places; no Like- 
lihood, by railing at great Men, to become great 
Men themfelves, and therefore W hat ?———they 
left the great Men, and their Friends, to themielves. 
Upon this wife Step, as upon every new Srep 
they ever took, they triumphed exceflively. The 
Speakers of the Party breaktafted together ; their 
Scribes dined together; and the Publifhers of fedi- 
tious Papers concerted {mart Paragraphs after Supper. 
Thefe were well improved in the Country by every 
‘Squire that was out of Humonor, and were ecchoed 
to us from Abroad as Omens of greater Difturbances 
at Hand. After all this, one would have thought 
the Seceffion a very ferious Affair; but, when it 








new Turn, and it was declar’d, that no Man «f com- 
mon Senfe could think it a Matter of any Imp-rrance 
at all. 

One would wonder with what Face thofe who 
called it a Seceffion, and had themfelves compared it 
with the moft dangerous Seditions in Rome, could 
afterwards come and fay, it was a very peaceable Mea- 
fure, amere declining of Bufinefs, and of no Ten- 
dency to Sedition at all. Certainly never was any 
Thirg fo bad asthe Defign of the Seceffion, except 
this miferable Excufe for ir. Thofe who left the 
Senate, left it with a View of throwing all things 
into Confufion; but, when they faw no Confufion 
enfued, then truly they left it becaufe they did leave 
it; they would fit there no longer. Why ? Becaufe 
Forms were obferved ; things were not condemn'd or 
approv’d upon Hearfay ; and, O horrid! Thirty was 
not underftood to be more than Fifty ; nor could the 
fineft fpun Speeches perfuade thofe they were in- 
tended to perfuade. Miferable State of Things ; 
plain, pofitive Proof of Corruption; and yet fome, 
who had formerly concurr’d with the Majority, were 
at prefent with the Minority ; and fome, who were 
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Way. But that’s nothing! the Minority remain'd 
the Minority, and that’s enough: No Matter, for 
thefe fmall Changes, which, in another Place, weld 
be held evident Proofs of there being held noGer- 
ruption. With thefe Gentlemen no Change will be 
taken for a Proof, except a Change in the Minidry. 
That would prove all Things that would fet the 
Coavention right. We fhould then fee ju Caufe 
to be Friends with Spaim at any Rate, pernaps at.a 
Rate that I will not name: Burt, "till chen, we fhaid 
fee nothing but ‘Corruption. A hard Calc! while 
there are fo many honeft Gentlemen in the Country 
who could do Honour to the Court, much Good “to 
the Nation, and, which is very reafonable, not a 
lictle Good to themfelves. The Labourer is worthy 
of his Hire; and Patriotifm being very hard La- 
bour, very probably ‘the Patriots would expeé to be 
well paid; which, if they cannot be, they will,—— 
like che Weavers, mutiny, and leave the Work 
to itfelf And this, indeed, would do their Work 
effetually, if there were no other Hands. Bur, 
unluckily, there are.——And what are they? Why 
Patriots. What! thefe People Patriots too? How 
cam you prove that ?——They were chofen to ferve 
their Country, and they do ferve itr. This is-certainly 
a fufficient Proof. 

On the Whole; if Inconftancy of Conduét/ean 
prove Men to be in the Wrong, then the Folks I 
have.been fpeaking of cannot be in the Right ; for 
they have. certainly been as inconfiftent in their Be- 
haviour, as their Orators have been incoherent in 
their DifCourfes: The former have in one Seffions 
paflionately demanded what, in another Seffions, th8y 
have as paflionately cenfured ; as their Scribes in ong 
Paper have reafoned on Principl-s whicly they Tave 
exploded in the.next. Both Leaders and Wrirers 
have been by Turns, and as Occafion fervedj-Yories 
and Whigs ; high Friends to Monarchy, an 
Advocates tor a Commonwealth : They ha 
times declar’d for the Church againit the» 
at other Times for the Diffenters againft'the : 
In a Word, they have thought all things lawful. 
But, to what End? To ferve their Country, fay 
they. To ferve themfelves, fay I. Here is Affirma- 
tion againft Affirmation. But the Reafon of the 
Thing is plainly with me, they might fill have 
ferved their Country in a certain Place, at leait as 
much as ever they have done. But, feeing there 
vas abfolutely no Hopes of ferving themfelves, they 
gave over all Hopes of ferving it, or even of en- 
deavouring to ferve it; they deferted its Service, and 
left it to ferve itfelf. Im fhort, the Matter lyes 
within few Words. If thofe they have left behind 
them are what they flile them, then are the Gcn- 
tlemen in the Seceffion Cowards on their own thew- 
ing: But, if thofe they have lefr behind them are 
nor what they fuggelt them to be, then are thefe 
People no Patriots by neceffsry Confcquences This 
I chink is clear and decifive.

Vizier having taken Pofleflion of Mahomet’s 
Standard at Adrianople, wrote to the Grand Seignior 
immediately, to intreat him to recall the Count de 
Bonneval from his Exile, and to fend him to the 
Army ; and that thereupon his Highnef immediately 
difpatch’d an Exprefs to’ Caftamone in Natolia, to 
bring that Nobleman away. The Grand Vizier has 
alfo fent a Letter co the French Ambaffador, inviting 
him to repair to the Camp to treat of a Peace: and 
his Interpreter has given that Ambaffador to under- 
ftand, that if he propofed a Sufpenfion of Arms, it is 
probable the fame would be agreed to. Thefe Ad- 
vices, which are of the 1toth of March O.S. fay, 
that the old Grand Vizier was then put on board a 
Galley in order to be tranfported to Rhodes ; that all 
his Eftare is fequefter’d ; and that two Millions and 
a Halt of Pieces of Eight were found in his Coffers, 
.which he declar'd he had hoarded up to defray the 
Expences of the Campaign in Hungary. 
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_ ‘Other Letters from thenee, by the Way of Vienna, | 
by, chat moft ef the lace Vizicr’s Partizans and Fa- 
vourites were alfo difgrac’d, and fucceded in their 
Pofts by the Renagade Bonneval, and the other 
Civil and Military Sfiicers whom the faid Vizier had 
depofed ; and that the faid Bonneval, who was actu- 
ally rerurned to Conftantinople, was to accompany 
the Grand Vizier to the Army, as well as the Am- 
baffador of France ; the one to affift the Grand Vizier 
in the Negotiations for Peace, and the orher to aid 
him in his Councils of War.

Mahomet Babhaw has made himfelf Mafter of the Caft.e 
in which Sare Bey Oglu had forti y"d himielf, and 
that the latter had retir’d only with a tew of his Ad- 
herents co the moft ineecefible Parts of the Moun- 
tains, the reft ot his Followers being difpers’d.
